Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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2) Claim 1 , 3-5, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Loippo (6,485,61 0) in view of Neal (6,048,938). 

Claim 1 : Loippo discloses an apparatus and method for the treatment of a paper 
web in a paper machine (Abstract). The apparatus includes a gas 
dispensing/spreading element 3, which is a pipeline equipped with nozzles from which 
the gas is directed to flow toward the moving paper web. As shown in Figure 2, the 
pipeline extends in the cross-direction of the moving web. The treatment gas is 
supplied via supply line 17 from gas container 16. The apparatus is equipped with 
regulating elements 1 8 for treatment gas pressure and flow regulating. Also included 
are control apparatus and software to control the regulating elements (col. 5, lines 4-19, 
and Figures 1-3). The apparatus may be located at the press section or in the drying 
section, as the web travels over a roll in said section (col. 3, lines 32-42, and Figures 1- 
2). Loippo fails to disclose that the drying section cylinder is a creping cylinder. Neal 
discloses process and apparatus for making creped paper of a drying cylinder as shown 
in Figure 1 . It would have been obvious, to one skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made, to combine the teachings of Loippo and Neal because such a 
combination would expand the market of Loippo to include creped products. 

Claims 3-5: method of detecting a performance enhancing material and 
determination if a correct amount is used by the use of fluorescent is an obvious 
maintenance procedure as shown by Flore (4,176,668).
